To the Firff : Though we cannot anſwer in 2 — — perſon that is of our Profeſſion in matters of Religion z no more 
then our Chriſtian friends called — — or can do, in behalf of all of their perſwaſions; yet we can ſay this, and prove 
it toall the world,that it hath been our profeſſion, and is our — to be obedient to Magiſtracy in all tungs Civil, and willing to live 
peaceably, under whatever Government is, and ſhall be eſtabliſhed in this Nation: for we do believe, and declare Magiſtracy to be an Ordinance 
of God, and ought to be obeyed in all lawful things. 


To the Secoxd: As for the —.— Miniſters of the Nation, who differ from us in the matter of Baptizing —— ſome things in Church- 
Government; We are ſo far from endeayouring to deſtroy them, that we judge, they ought to have the Liberty of their Conſciences therein; 
and that it is our duty to ſtand by them, and preſerve them (ſo much as in us lies) from all injury and vi it is theirs to do for us. 

To the Third: Concerning the people called Naters; it is well known to all, (that are not wilfully ignorant) there are aone more oppoſite 
to their i ices,then we are: nor are there any, that they have expreſt more Contradiction to, (in matters of Religion)then againſt us; 
though their provocation therein hath not put us (in the leaſt) on a deſire, of depriving them of their juſt Liberty, while live morally ho-

To the Left: For as much as we are charged with deſigus, to murder or deflroy thoſe that «fer from us in matters of Religion 5 We do not only 
abhor and deteſt it, as a curſed practice; but we hope have approved our ſelves, both in this City and the Nation, to the contary z notwithſtan- 
ding the great provocation of ſome,who have endeavoured our ruine. For that we defire, is juſt liberty to men, as men; that every man may be 

in his own juſt rights, and that Chriſtians may be preſerved as Chriſtians, though of different Apprehenſions in ſome things of Reli- 
gion, in the proſecution whereof, our lives ſhall not be dear unto us, when we are thereunto lawfully called. The defigns of our Adverſaries in 
theſe CO _ * miſ· repreſent us to ſome people fearing God and alſo, to acenſe the rude Multitude againſt us, purpoſely to provoke 
them (if poſſible) to de us. 

We dove hemeby'ie a ons to them that fear God, chat we are no ſuch perſons,as our Adverſaries have repreſented us. And for their in- 
cenſing the rude Multitude againſt us, it is no more, t hen ſome others did to our Maſter; and it is not for the Diſciples, to expect better uſage 
then their Lord: yet we deſire they may be better informed, reſting upon God for his protection, having alſo his promiſe, that if we ſoffer with 
bim, ve ſhall alſo reign with him.
